DETERMINATION OF (1) NORMAL YIELD OF COMMERCIALLY RECOV- 
ERABLE SUGAR PER ACRE AND (2) ELIGIBILITY FOR PAYMENT 
WITH RESPECT TO ABANDONMENT AND CROP DEFICIENCY FOR 
FARMS IN THE TERRITORY OF HAWAII, PURSUANT TO SECTION 303 
OF THE SUGAR ACT OF 1937

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 303 of the Sugar Act of 
1937, I, H. A. Watzace, Secretary of Agriculture, do hereby 
determine : : 


1. That for any farm on which sugarcane was grown and mar- 
keted (or processed by the producer) for the extraction of sugar 
during all three of the 1934, 1935, and 1936 crop years, the normal 


yield of commercially recoverable sugar per acre shall be the product 
of: 


(a) the average number of hundredweights of sugar, raw 
value, recovered per short ton of sugarcane processed during 
such crop years for the extraction of sugar by the mill, or mills, 
where such sugarcane was ground, and 

(b) the average number of short tons of sugarcane per acre 
harvested on the farm for the extraction of sugar during the 
said three crop years. 


2. That for any farm on which sugarcane was not grown and 
marketed (or processed by the producer) for the extraction of sugar 
during all three of the 1934, 1935, and 1936 crop years, the normal 
yield of commercially recoverable sugar per acre shall be the average 
of such yields for all farms, within the same mill area, on which 
sugarcane was harvested for the extraction of sugar during all three 
of the 1934, 1935, and 1936 crop years.
